‘The services of God's 
house have a direct tendency to produce and increase that “ fear of God, 
which is the beginning of wisdom.” | Persons-do not usually proceed toe 
extreme lengths in open iniquity, who meet every week, to confess 
their past sins, to pray for mercy, and to hear from the pulpit, the com- 
mandments, threatenings, and promises of God. Look around you, and 
you will observe that atrocious and desperate sinners usually apedon 
the worship of God altogether; for according to an old saying, “Pray- 
ing will make a man leave off sinning, or sinning will make him leave 
off praying.” ‘ : 


Divine worship is well calculated to. prevent an éxceéssive love of the 


world. People, who are busily employed all the week in’ worldly af 


fore of great use to be directed on the Lord’s day to the great. objects 
of faith; to be reminded of the vanity of the world, the udvertainty of.
